THE MAN WITH THE BKANDED HAND. 


Tho recent announcement of the death of 


Captain Jonathan \Valker, at lllack Lake in 
Michigan, recalls vividly ono of Iho most 
etailling incidents of the anti-slavery .igila- 
lion of Ibirly and thirty-five years ago,— 
for Captain Walker was tho "Man with the 
Branded Hand," celebrated by \Vbillifr in 
one of his stirring poems against slavery. 
Ho was born ru»r Harwich, Capo CoJ, 
March 22, ISlfl, and at an early age became 


soaruBn. Iu 18.ir> bo vreal lo Mexico to 


assist Llc-njjmiu Landy, ono of tbo earliest 
anti-slavery workers, in colonizing fngativis 
from slavery. 
Tho scheme failed, as all 


colonization schemes for slaves have failed, 


I Walker returned lo his avocation as a 


sea-caplnin. In 1SU ho was solicited by 
several fngilivo slaves nt Pensacola, Fla., lo 
carry them in his vessel lo Ihe Brilish West 
Indies. Although well Aware of Iho hazard 
of tho enterprise, he attempted to comply 
with their request. He was seized by an 
American vessel and taken lo Florida, wbcrt 
he was: loaded wilh irons and kept in solita- 
ry confinement for ono year. 
Yfhen he waa 


finally brought to trial, he was convicted of 
assisting slaves to obtain their freedom, and 
sentenced lo the pillory, lo bo branded with 
the letters "S. 8." (sUve-stealer) with hot 
iror.s on the right band, and to pay n lino of 
$'<00 and cosU. It will seem almost incred- 
ible to tho younger renders of today that 
such a sentence should bo imposed and exe- 
cuted In tho "Land o( Iho Free" daring the 
present generation; bnt it is tnio. 
After 


his liberation ho became a very 
effective 


anti.slavery lecturer from 18I."> to iSlf. 
In 


1SCT ho went to Michigan and settled at 
Black Lake, Mnskegon county. 
He haa 


lately bsen in reduced circumstances, infirm 
and old, and the Post and Tribune published 
£oma months ago An appeal in hia behalf by 
ei-Liculenant Governor Holt of Mnskegon, 
which was generously responded to. 
'Ihe 


anti-«1avery pioneer and veteran his now 
panned »w»j, and the brand which tbe aUve- 
traders meant for hia luting shtmo hu 
proven his greatest honor.

The 
towuship of Plymouth is fairly inlaid wilh 
lakes of nil sizes, and so numerous it is 
fabled that tbore h oue for every tby in 
[bo year. 
The most interesting of these 


is named tho Billiugton Sen, after one of 
the Pilgrims, who first discovered it from 
Ibo lop of n high tree.

loitand King Philip fashioned and shot

EXPERIMENTS WITH. THE PHONO- 


GKAPII IN ENGLAND. 


Professor Fleemiug Jeukln has applied 


tho phonograph to a very interesting series 
of observations on the wave-forms of ar- 
ticulalo sound. By a process of enlargement 
of the vibralions caused by the ideuted 
tinfoil, he, with tho assistance of Mr. J. A. 
Ewiug, has obtained a largo series of mark- 
ings upon bands of paper, by which lha 
wave-forms of different sounds havo been 
shown. Kome of those results Professor 
Jcnkin has laid before Ibo lioyal Society 
of Edinburgh. 
The vowel sounds in the 


phonograph aro found not to bo depend- 
ent on tho speed with which the cyl- 
inder of tho phonograph ia turned, tho 
distinct vowel being heard however much 
the. pitch of tha note may be altered, lla 
found that tho phonograph resolutely re- 
fused to reproduce Iho French u, convert- 
ing it always into Iho sound of oo. On Iho 
Olackboard Professor 
Jenkin illustrated 


some of the constant forms assumed by tho 
souud.wavea, ono of the most interesting 
b^ingthoso of Ihe letter t. In the case of 
tho broad sound of a, it was shown lhal 
while with most ordinary voices tho wavo 
look tho form which might be described as 
having two humps, a rich bass voice hod 
been found lo give a wave form much moro 
intricate, showing four distinct humps in 
each recurrent period of vibration. H was
